A sensation was caused in a Justice 
Court m Chicago yesterday, the chief cause 
of which was the arrest of Fred. W. Hol­ 
den, a young man who has lived In this 
city much of the time since his boyhood, 
aud whose family occupied in years gone 
high standing here. Young Holden has in 
the by-gme been very dissipated, and 
went nigh to the bottom, but old friends 
rallied about him, inspired him with new 
ambition to b: a man, and gave money 
work, influence, everything *lo encourage 
him to make something of himself. He did 
forsake the 
cup, 
and tor over 
two 
years past had not touched, tasted or han­ 
dled. He won back respect for himself, 
and the respect of others, and haying 
shown by his straightforwardness and 
manliness that he was entitled to confidence, 
friends sought to get him a position of 
trust in Chicago, and gaye him letters of 
Introduction and recommendation with 
which he went to Chicago at the time ot 
the Knights ot Py thias excursion lest An­ 
gust. lie secured almost immediately the 
promise of a position in the Western News 
Company, and was to enter upon his duties 
the next day, but hetero twenty-four houre 
he had yielded to his appetite, and when 
he went to his new position, he was in such 
a 
maudlin 
state 
of 
intoxication, 
that he ruined all his prospects, and the 
promised position was given to another. 
Since then he has gone rapidly dowo, if 
the reports that come to us are true. It Is 
said that he had cot reduced-to ten cent 
lodging places, and tree lunches, and had 
lost all that his two years of m&nf dustrag- 
gle bal gained for him. In this deplorable 
condition he has fallen among thieves, and 
they have now robbed him of his good 
name. Yesterday he went Into the witness 
box to testify in the cise of two saloon men 
who were being examined on the charge 
of receiving stolen property, and of burg­ 
lary. One ot the victims of a recent burg 
lary identified young Holden a3 one of the 
gang, and he was at once arrested, and 
on 
examination 
held 
for 
trial. It 
is suspected that he is one of the gang who 
on the oarly morning ot November loth, 
plundered a half dozen houses, shooting at 
several parties, and winding up by robbing 
Hensley's house, 
and murdering him. 
Three men have already been arrested, and 
it Is charged that Holden was the fourth. 
This he denies m full, and those who have 
kciowQ him here for so many years will be 
slow to believe that ho would be gailty of 
such a crime, for he has shown an honesty 
in business matters, and a straightforward­ 
ness while living here, despite his other 
faults. Those who have taken such inter­ 
est in his reform, and have so generously 
helped him, will be saddened at his sudden 
fall, and the trouble in which he is placed. 
On being searched in jail $109 was found 
on his person, which seems strange, con­ 
sidering tho reports that have reached 
here concerning his poverty. 
The Inter 
Ocean reporter interviewed him, and Hol­ 
den told him that ho was a stranger in 
Chicago, recently from Racine, but bad 
also been in Janesville, 
lie had no home, 
no friends he could refer to, no baggage, 
sleeping place, no place of employment. 
The following concerning the case, 
taken from the Chicago Times will be read 
with cad interest: 
Toe cise of the Haberkorns was called 
before Justice Walsh on yoterday, and, 
Joseph taking a change of venue to Justice 
Morrison, L-nnair was left alone in the 
police coua to answer to the charge of 
burglary. Mr ti H Crumb, Lieut. Bonfield, 


Haberkom told him that ho had got into 
a little trouble, and that a little testimony 
from an outside party like him would do 
an immense remount of good. The story 
of the man with the pooibill who turned 
over the wateh as security was then cook­ 
ed up, and Holden was then given fifty 
cents, with the promise that the *'right 
thing ' woald be done by him for his 
trouble. Holden was afterward Introduc­ 
ed to a man named Brown, and Brown 
and he fixed ap their story between them, 
to the effect that both were to testify to 
the same thing. On this day Holden re­ 
ceived $1. Later on he received fifty cents. 
and at another time twenty-five cent#, 
making n total of $2 26 that he received 
tor testifying as he did. 
He denies any 
complicity in the Crumb burglary, and 
claims to have known the Haberkorns bat 
about ten days or so, and that he was then 
introduced to them by a meat-peddler 
named Smith aud another man whose 
name be does not know. 
He stated his 
willingaesB to tell all he knows, without 
any reserve, when the proper time arrives.
